State, Counties 
Get Flu Vaccine 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 


Public health officials say every 
county in Michigan should have 
at least a share of the state's 
supply of swine flu vaccine by 
the end of the week, as dis- 
tribution of some 90(1,000 doses 
of the vaccine began Monday. 


The vaccine, 
representing 


just over 20 per cent of the 
state's allocation of 4.2 million 
doses, arrived here Friday for 
shipment to each county health 
department, said John Orris, 
swine flu program coordinator 
for the state Public Health 
Department. 


Orris said the county agencies 


will announce when and where 
swine flu shots are available. He 
said the .program probably 
won't be in full swing until the 
week of Oct. 18. 


The chronically ill, those with 


cardiovascular or pulmonary 
diseases and persons over 60 
will be first in line for the shots. 
Orris said. 


"The Berrien county health 


department expects to receive 
4,100 doses of swine flue vaccine 
this week, according to Mrs. 
Joan Eberly, director of nurses 
for the county department. 
About 2,900 doses of the county's 
vaccine shipment are for the el- 
derly and high risk, according 
to Mrs. Eberly, and 1,600 doses 


are for the general public. The

scheduled to begin clinics to in- 
noculate 
the 
elderly 
and 


medically high-risk Oct. 25 and 
for general innoculations Nov. 3, 
she said. 


The 4.2 million doses allocat- 


ed for Michigan are enough for 
about 70 per cent of the eligible 
population. But if more people 
want to get the voluntary- shots, 
more vaccine will be shipped in, 
Orris said. 


A team spokesman said For- 


zano would hold a news 
conference and afterwards an 
annncement would be made on 
his successor. 


There were no indications as 


to whether Forzano was asked 
to resign by Ford, who had is- 
sued him a win-or-else ultima- 
tum several weeks ago.

BOULDER, Colo. (AP) — Colorado's sacred cow is a 


bulky, meandering, cud-chewing beast that frightens people, 
tramples gardens and munches corn and lettuce oblivious to 
protests. She looks just like any other cow, but has more 
freedom than most. But she has more freedom to roam than 
household pets, or humans who stray onto another's 
property. Capt. Phil Battany of the Boulder County Sheriff's 
department says it is legal -for a cow to wander up to 50 
miles from home — "All we can do is shoo them off the 
highway. "If you hit a cow, you're responsible for damages 
to the cow, but the cow's owner is not responsible for the 
dents in your car." He says there is little law officers can do, 
under Colorado's range law, which dates back to when the 
100-year-old state was a territory. "People are afraid of 
cows, especially small children. The fellow who doesn't own 
any animals can't understand why he should have to pay 
several thousand dollars to fence in his garden to keep the 
cows out," Battany observes.

Charles "Chuckie" Crimaldi, 


who calls himself a one-time 
killer for the Chicago syndicate, 
wrote about Hoffa in a yet un- 
published, ghost-written book. 


Crimaldi wrote that Hoffa was 


murdered for his involvement in 
a CIA plot to assassinate Cuban 
premier FUri Castro, the news 
service reported.

said the book, "Crimaldi: Con- 
tract Killer," is scheduled to he

Charles “Chuckle” Crimaldi, 
who calls himself a one-time 
killer for the Chicago syndicate, 
wrote about Hoffa in a yet un­ 
published, ghost-written book. 
Crimaldi wrote that Hoffa was 
murdered for his involvement in 
a CIA plot to assassinate Cuban 
premier Fidel Castro, the news 
service reported. 
Vera Glaser, a Knight colum­ 
nist based in Washington, D C., 
said the book, “Crimaldi: Con­ 
tract Killer,” is scheduled to be 
released late in October by 
Acropolis 
Books 
Ltd. 
in 


Washington. 
She said Crimaldi is living 
under a new identity after 
cooperating 
with 
federal 
authorities. 


Crimaldi wTote that Hoffa was 
killed on orders from the CIA 
because he was the original 
liason between the agency and 
the mob in a plot to kill the 
Cuban leader in the early 1900s, 
Ms. (¡laser said in a Sunday 
column. 


Ms. Glaser, who prefers that 
designation, said Crimaldi's 
book also contends the CIA was 
responsible for the shooting of 
Chicago gangland figure Sam 
Giancana. 
Giancana was killed at his 
home last year, shortly before 
he was to testify before a Senate 
committee investigating CIA 


assasination plots. 
Hoffa disappeared several 
weeks after the Giancana shoot­ 
ing. The body of John Rosselli, 
who also was said to be involved 
in the Castro plot, was found 
floating in an oil drum 111 Dum- 
foundling Bay near Miami last 
August. 
“ The same man that killed 
Momo (Giancana) took care of 
Hoffa for the same reason: he 
knew about the Castro plots.” 
Ms. Glaser quoted Crimaldi as 
saying. 
The columnist said the book 
describes an incident in Chicago 
when Giancana asked Crimal­ 
di's boss, reputed loanshark 
Sam DeStefano, to kill Castro. 
“ I was tap|>ed by some guys 
from 
the 
CIA,” 
Crimaldi 
reported Giancana as saying. “ I 
was promised special govern­ 


ment consideration for a lot of 
aggravation that \uts coming 
my way.” 
In the book, Crimaldi said the 
plan 
called 
for 
him 
and 
DeStefano, who is now dead, to 
jump bail and go to South 
America. He said they would 
then be dropped on the Cuban 
coast and kill Castro. The two 
were promised special con­ 
sideration from the government 
for the job. 
Crimaldi 
said 
DeStefano 
eventually turned down the job, 
according to the book 
Ms. Glaser said the book was 
written with the help of John 
Kidner. a retired Air Force 
colonel and free-lance writer. 
She said Kidner is not convinced 
of Crimaldi's claims but is sure 
Crimaldi’s underworld sources 
are authentic.

and we have no large stock of infor- 
mation about its Presidential can- 


; didate, Roger MacBride, except that 
. he inclines to the whimsical and 
pilots his own airplane, a DC-3, styled 
"No Force One," from stumping 
ground to stumping ground. 


Neither do we know who his cam- 


paign manager in Michigan may be. 


The Libertarians are on the ballot 


this November 2d, along with a gag- 
gle of other splinter groups who won't 
get anywhere. 


Basically, the Libertarians espouse 


a doctrine which goes back to the 
days of the Founding Fathers and 
Thomas Jefferson's credo that the 
best governed people are the ones 
least governed. 


Its label could be described as 


radical conservatism or conservative 
radicalism 
when contrasted with 


today's relationship between the ci- 
tizen and the government. 


Georgia Shields, a 34-year-old sys- 


tems analyst for Standard Oil of In- 
diana, who is running MaeBride's 
campaign in Illinois, says the follow- 
ing things would happen in her state 
if the Libertarians gained control of 
the apparatus down at Springfield. 
Her proposals parallel what would 
transpire in Michigan since the two 
.states are equally far down the big 
government road. 


The state income tax would be 


repealed because it is considered a 
pocketbook made to be picked. 


State aid to education would be 


reduced by one-third. The Liber- 
tarians believe this budget shrinkage 
would not reduce the educational 
output whatever.

^morning hours and close the schools 
;-at noon. If parents wanted some 
."curriculum enrichment for their

dividend in that cutback. The free 
afternoons would give the youngsters 
time to work part time. The child 
labor laws, in her book, are just 
another device to prevent kids from 
learning the virtues of work. 


Just about every one of the in- 


numerable commissions, councils and 
bureaus working out of Springfield 
would be chopped off. Several of them 
relate to so called victimless crime, 
pot smoking being one oft cited 
example. If pot was decriminalized, 
there would be no need to continue 
Illinois' Dangerous Drug Commis- 
sion. 


Labor unions, in the Libertarian's 


eye, are all right for fraternal pen-

Libertarians would take government 
out of the economy and personal 
lives.

Reaganite would go along sled length 
with the Libertarians because their 
recommendations stem

family's self containment of the 
American frontier. Applied full force 
to an interdependent society and 
economy would result in chaos. 


More to the point from an elec- 


tioneering viewpoint, their thoughts 
will not draw many votes. Every 
American today, whether he knows it 
or not will admit to it, has a special 
interest of varying degree in the en- 
tanglement between government and 
the private sector. 


The Libertarians being aware of 


that involvement realize their mes- 
sage will not install MacBride in the 
White House nor Mrs. Shields as 
lieutenant governor at Springfield. 


What they are trying to do is to 


wake up the public to the danger of 
the involvement growing beyond what 
it already is.

all major provisions of a new 
three-year accord — which will 
provide the industry pattern for 
700,000 workers at the four U.S. 
carmakers — were put together 
over the weekend. 


The principal gains include 


more paid days off, wage hikes 
of about three per cent a year, 
cash payments for retirees and 
an 
improved 
supplemental 


unemployment benefits (SUB) 
fund for laid off workers. 


However, a UAW spokesman 


said that even though "all the 
centerpiece issues essentially 
are resolved, nothing is together 
until everything is together."

worker's paychecks. 


—Increase regular contribu- 


tions to its SUB fund, which 
provides laid-off workers nearly 
95 per cent of their takehome 
pay for up to a year, and provide 
addilional 
cash 
guarantees 


should the fund be depleted by 
extensive layoffs in another 
recession. 


—Provide skilled tradesmen 


an addilional wage hike of about 
35 
cents 
an 
hour.

WASHINGTON — For 
all 


their claims, neither Jimmy 
Carter nor Gerald Ford has put 
the hard thinking into reducing 
unemployment, inflation and 
taxes we should expect of 
serious presidential candidates. 


They're advocating more of 


the quick 
fixes, 
grandiose 


programs 
and 
economic 


theories which have consistently 
failed. 


Mr. Ford's theme, on the one 


hand, is steady as you go — 
which means in essence that if 
we wait the problem will go 
away. On the other hand, he 
relies almost solely on con- 
trolling the money supply, a 
one-pronged approach ques- 
tioned even by Arthur Burns of 
the Federal Reserve Board. 


Jimmy Carter's proposals 


tend to smack of those blue-sky 
stock schemes which flourish 
from time to time or fizzle out in 
generalities which make it all 
too deaf he has not thought the 
problems through. 


With the overall efficiency of 


U.S. industry growing at a 
snail's"pace compared with its 
potential, with growing domes- 
tic shortages of raw materials 
for which our laboratories are 
not finding substitutes with suf- 
ficient rapidity, with our schools 
falling behind in teaching basic 
and intellectual skills required 
for industry and for life, we are 
clearly gradually moving into 
an economy in which heavy 
taxes, 
unbearable' 


unemployment and high prices 
«ill be the rule rather than the 
exception — permanently. 


Which means we need less 


talk about sex and more from 
the candidates about how we are 
to insure that we will be able to 
earn our daily bread. 


For there are critical steps 


the government can take. 1 have 
just come from a meeting of 
men and women from govern- 
ment, industry and the univer- 
sities, where it was agreed that 
private business didn't need 
help to increase efficiency and 
to expand production so as to 
produce more jobs. What in- 
dustry needs, they suggested 
most emphatically, was less 
counterproductive interference 
and red tape. 


There is, they reported, no 


shortage of new ideas, or of men 
willing and anxious to expand 
and build. Nor 
shortage of 


capital. Only a fear to invest 
because of what the government 
is now doing to private business 
and.apprehension as to what 
Washington would do next. 


In the end, the reduction of 


unemployment, the increases in 
wages we need to meet the 
increasingly heavy costs of liv- 
ing and broadening the tax base 
lo take some of the load from 
the shoulders of individuals and 
families must come from the 
government doing those things 
which help increase private 
production efficiency and not 
doing those things which dis- 
courage output and reasonable 
profits. 


For profits, as noted above, 


are the pot we workers must dip 
into for our jobs, for increased 
wages and pensions. 


Creating millions of tem- 


porary government jobs, as en- 
dorsed by Carter, doesn't get to 
the heart of the problem. 


It's soothing to talk of tax cuts 


along with Mr. Ford. But 
reducing taxes without lowering 
spending bomerangs into infla- 
tion. 


The candidates have got to get

Patty's Trial 


Obscured Truth 


The 
sentencing of Patty 


Hearst returns her temporarily 
at least to public awareness, 
and revives in me the sense that 
a large though complex injus- 
tice may have been perpetrated 
in her case. 


I 
have 
read 
practicaily 


everything published on the 
SLA and on Patty because of my 
conviction that, bizarre as the 
whole thing was, it is also im- 
portant. The most illuminating 
discussion of the affair, strange 
to say, may be found in the final 
chapter of Steven Weed's book, 
"My Search for Patty Hearst." 


At the trial, he argues, the 


prosecution and the defense of- 
fered 
two 
opposite 
but 


simplified explanations for her 
behavior. The very process of 
the trial, encouraging such 
polarization, thus tended to 
obscure rather than bring out 
the truth. 


The prosecution argued that 


Patty had simply joined the 
SLA, and now, understandably 
enough, was trying to deny it in 
order to avoid prison.

Bailey, on the other hand, ar- 
gued 
that 
Patty had been 


coerced. He thus tried to show, 
for example, that when she 
participated in the bank rob- 
bery, she did so because guns 
were pointed at her. Things that 
did not fit into the "coercion" 
thesis Bailey tried to'explain as 
the result of fear instilled by the 
SLA. 


Weed persuades me that the 


truth is more complex than the 
versions of both the prosecution 
and the defense. 


Weed, of course, had every 


reason to be aware of what he 
calls "the dramatic disparity 
between Patty as.she was before 
and as she was when captured." 
However, the "defense in par- 
ticular wasted no time in bring- 
ing out its tailored version of an 
enormous white bow. Never

remember Patty bra-less, in a 
T-shirt, fist-clenched in a salute 
only one day before..."

WASHINGTON - For all 
their claim s, neither Jim m y 
C arter nor Gerald Ford has put 
the hard thinking into reducing

fixes, 
grandiose 
program s 
and 
economic 
theories which have consistently 
failed. 
Mr. Ford’s theme, on the one 
hand, is steady as you go — 
which means in essence that if 
we wait the problem will go 
away. On the other hand, he 
relies alm ost solely on con­ 
trolling the money supply, a

the Federal Reserve Board.

Bedsheet Designs Take Cue From Museums

••;H you can't get to a museum 
to see your favorite art subject, 
don't despair. It may eventually 
turn up on your bedsheet. Real 
art — some of it ancient — is 
being dug out of museum 
archives for that purpose. 
,;In fact, §360,000 in royalties 
was paid to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art last year, under 
an exclusive contract, says John 


O'Donoghue, president of the 
consumer division of Spring 
Mills. But that is not the reason 
flat sheets will now cost more, 
he explained. 


"The scale of activity is so big 


— sheets are a 30-million-dozen 
market — that design becomes 
a small percentage of total cost. 
But sheets are now a big fashion 
item and lots are being bought 
for the yardage.

Bedsheet Designs Take Cue From Museums 
To Be At AU 


By VIVIAN BROWN 
AP Newsfeatures Writer 
If you can t get to a museum 
to see your favorite art subject, 
don't despair. It may eventually 
turn up on your bedsheet. Real 
art — some of it ancient — is 
being dug out of museum 
archives for that purpose. 
In fact, $360.0011 in royalties 
was paid to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art last year, under 
an exclusive contract, says John 


O’Donoghue, president of the 
consumer division of Spring 
Mills. But that is not the reason 
flat sheets will now cost more, 
he explained. 
“The scale of activity is so big 
— sheets are a 30-million-dozen 
market — that design becomes 
a small percentage of total cost. 
But sheets are now a big fashion 
item and lots are being bought 
for the yardage. Six yards of 
fabric by a good designer can be 
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bought in a flat sheet for 88. 
‘When we were selling white 
sheets, flat and fitted, they were 
bought in equal proportion. 
Even though it cost more to 
make Hat than fitted, both were 
sold at the same wholesale price 
to 
make 
it 
easier 
for 
merchants.” 
After designer sheets were 
introduced, 
the 
fashion 
explosion changed the ratio of 
sheets sold to 60-40 — more flat 
sheets than fitted are sold and 
they are used for everything 
from wall covering to clothes. 
Yet the designer flat sheets 
have been sold on the white 
sheet price basis, he explained. 


Most people assume fitted 
sheets cost more to make. Even 
New York stores “ are em­ 
barrassed 
about 
the 
price 
change” because they’ve been 
charging more for fitted than 
flat. O’Donoghue maintains. 


“ There are surprises in the 
museum 
archives,” 
he 
explained, fingering one new 
sheet. “This Greek key design 
was found on a fabric woven in 
the pre-Incan period, 600 to 
900.” 
Tliev had to work with a small 
piece of cloth — it was too 
fragile to unfold. One of three 
Peruvian sheets adapted from 
ancient designs, it is part of a 
new

which 
includes empire florals and and 
costume laces. 
The 17th and 18th-century lace 
reproductions are a new look for 
the bedroom.

O’Donoghue explained. 
The quilt or comforter cover 
is “ kind of a sheet envelope” 
that matches a fitted sheet. 
Used like a slipcover, it can 
coordinate an existing com­ 
forter. The acceptance of com­ 
forters and their covers may al­ 
so Ih‘ a reflection of the energy 
crisis. In any event, the quilt 
cover is already being hailed as 
a success by store buyers, he 
said.

Mining Co. In remarks prepared for a Capitol news conference, 
the governor recommended that the 75-ocnt per ton production tax 
paid by all (aconite companies be boosted to « per ton. The 
25-cent increase, which would raise about $12 million in 1977, 
would go into a special long-range environmental protection fund 
which would help finance solutions to taconite mining-related 
environmental problems. 


•Free' Mail' Booming 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hundreds of thousands of letters from 


congressmen seeking reelection are being mailed to voters at 
public expense. The mass mailings constitute the latest instance 
of what critics say is use by congressmen of the free mailing 
privilege to win votes. Congressmen arc prohibited from making 
mass mailings to their constituents within 28 days of an election. 
So Monday was the deadline and congressional mail facilities 
were busy. At one time Monday, an employe pushing a mail-filled 
hamper from a hallway outside the House folding room to a 
loading dock said, "We've been working nights and weekends for 
three weeks." Another said of the mail volume, "It's unbelieva- 
ble. It's as bad now as I've ever seen it." 


The system allows the person with information to remain 


anonymous and collect a reward if an arsonist is arrested and 
convicted.

$32,300 Salary Freed 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - Ally. Gen. Frank Kelley has ruled 


unconstitutional language in a budget bill which banned funds for 
the salary of a former reporter now employed by the Supreme 
Court. Kelley said Monday the legislature cannot prohibit the 
Supreme Court from spending its appropriation as it sees fit. He 
said a provision barring the use of funds to pay a specific salary 
was improper. The legislature had written language into a budget 
bill for the 1976-77 fiscal year which barred the salary of Koger 
Lane, a former Detroit Free Press reporter who is now an 
assistant to Chief Justice Thomas G. Kavanagh. Lane, 58, took the 
position March 1 and is paid $32,300 a year. 
Ferency: It's A 'Gimmick' 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A candidate for the Michigan 


Supreme Court says the mass transit bill awaiting the governor's 
signature is "nothing more than an election-year gimmick." 
Human Rights Party candidate Zoiton Ferency, a supporter of 
mass transit, said the bill passed last week by the Legislature 
contains no definable mass transit program and does no favors for 
the people of the Detroit area. The bill is to fund mass transit in 
the metropolitan area by hiking license plate and auto transfer 
fees for residents of Wayne, Oakland and Macomb counties. More 
money would come from the state, and the federal government is 
expected to award some $600 million to Michigan. Ferency said 
the tax on auto owners is discriminatory and that the bill violates 
the constitutional provision requiring a two-thirds majority vote 
in the House and Senate for bills appropriating money for local 
purposes. He predicted years of litigation over key features of the 
legislation. 
Now Addicts Have To Pay 


DETROIT (AP) — Detroit's drug addicts will begin paying 86 


per week for treatment, counseling and drugs they get at the 
city's 23 narcotics addiction centers, the Detroit Health Depart- 
ment has announced. Dr. William Klexton, head of the depart- 
ment, said the fee is necessary because of recent cutbacks in 
federal funding programs and increased operating costs. The 
alternative would be closing some of the centers before the end of 
the current fiscal year next June, he said. Detroit is currently 
treating about 7.000 narcotics addicts. Klexton estimates there are 
30,000 heroin addicts in Detroit. 


Milliken's Lobbying, Too 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - Gov. William Millikcn has joined the 


governors of 12 other midwestern states in lobbying for the 
federal government to locate a proposed Solar Energy Research 
Institute in the midwest. The governors, in a telegram to the 
federal Energy- Research and Development Administration, said 
their states have received a relatively low share of federal 
research funds and called that an inequity: The list of potential 
sites has been narrowed to 20, including sites in Michigan, 
Nebraska, Indiana and Minnesota. Governors of eight other 
midwestern states said the institute would be beneficial to the 
entire area. 


Over 1,000 Attend Funeral 


DETROIT (AP) — Detroit's top ranking police officers bade 


farewell Monday to Deputy Chief Reginald C. Marvel, who died by 
his own hand last Wednesday. More than 1,000 persons attended 
the Ebenezer A.M.E. church funeral service which had a family, 
rather than a military, atmosphere, at the request of Harvel's 
widow, Gwendolyn. Newly appointed Police Chief William L. Hart 
headed the police delegation. Officials said Harvel shot himself to 
death after his name was mentioned indirectly in a federal probe 
of Detroit drug operations. He never was called as a witness in the 
case or linked to it directly.

The bill, aimed at assuring that Michigan 
will not lose federal highway funds, raises from S3 to $5 the 
permit fee to put up a sign next to a state highway, and removes 
a requirement for posting of bond.

Berrien Farm Sales 
Exceed $42 Million

The market value of agricul- 


tural products sold by the 2,118 
farms in Berrien county was 
more than $42.3 million, ac- 
cording to a 1974 government 
census on agriculture. 


Production costs on those 


farms during that year totaled 
about $34 million, according to 
the report released by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce's 
Bureau of the Census. 


In 1969 when a similar census 


was taken, the market value of 
products sold by farms was 
$28.5 million. In 1974 the 


average farm grossed about 
S20,000 in sales compared to 
$11.372 in 1969. 


The report shows that since 


1969 the number of farms in 
Berrien county decreased by 
395. However, farms with sales 
of $2,500 or over have only 
decreased by 39, the report said. 


Farms with sales of $2,500 or 


more accounted for $41.3 million 
of all agricultural products sold 
in 1974 and $27.4 million in 1969. 


There were 1,343 of these 


farms in 1974 compared to 1,382 
in 1969. The average size 
increased from 124 to 129 acres

OPPOSE COLOMA PROJECT 


Suit Fights Apartment Rezoning

Three Coloma residents have filed suit in Berrien 


Circuit court challenging rezoning approved by the 
city commission which would allow construction of an 
apartment complex. The commission on Aug. 23 by a 
six to one vote approved rezoning about six acres on 
the west side of South Church street from residential 
to multi-family to allow construction of the proposed 
48-unit apartment development. 


The suit seeks a preliminary and permanent in- 


junction prohibiting the city-and the city commission 
from issuing any permits or taking other action 
surrounding "its illegal rezoning act." The suit also 
asks the court for a declaratory judgment declaring 
the rezoning illegal and that It was made without ad- 
ministrative due process of law. Plaintiffs ia the suit 
are Robert Demske, Andrew Thomas, and Jan Wier, 
whom the suit identifies as property owners whose 


land abuts the parcels which were rezoned. 


Cited as defendants were the City of Coloma and 


Commissioners Fred Munchow, Norman Carrothers. 
Harold Hammond, Glenn Randall, Wavia Noack. 
William Weybright, and Robert Wooley. Weybrisht 
cast the only "no" vote on the rezoning proposal. The 
suit contends the rezoning is invalid because it was 
done without administrative due process, alleging 
that "even though the city commission attempted to 
hold meetings on this proposed zoning change on July 
26 and Aug. 16, neither meeting was validly consti- 
tuted because of failure of the city to publish proper 
notice of the meeting and because of the lack of 
quorum." 


The plaintiffs claim the "sole purpose for the pas- 


sage .... was to increase the city's tax base," and 
that the rezoning constitutes "spot zoning, having no 
relationship to an overall land use plan nor any other 


logical scheme of planned growth or land use within 
the City of Coloma." The suit also charges that the 
city failed to hold any substantive hearing on the 
proposed zoning change and failed to make any 
indei>endent findings of fact as to existing sewage, 
water, and drain capacity in the proposed develop- 
ment area, ability of schools to absorb increased 
student growth, or the effect on adjacent property 
values. 


The proposed developer of the complex-is James 


Dine, of 4621 Red Arrow highway, Stevensville. His 
proposal calls for constructing three two-story build- 
ings, each with 16 apartments. Adjacent property 
owners had filed objections to the rezoning, including 
a petition signed by 14 of 18 adjacent property owners. 
Commission approval for the rezoning stipulated that 
the project be limited to the three buildings, cons- 
truction begin within one year, and the property must 
be fenced.

OPPOSE COLOMA PROJECT 
Suit Fights Apartment Rezoning

Thrw Coloma residents have filed suit in Berrien 
(’ircuit court challenging re/oning approved by the 
city commission which would allow construction of an 
apartment cftmplex. The commission on Aug. 23 by a 
six to one vote approved rezoning about six acr(>s on 
the west side of South Church street from residential 
t(( multi-family to allow construction of the pro[)osed 
48-unit apartment development. 
The suit seeks a preliminary and permanent in­ 
junction prohibiting the city-and the city commission 
from issuing any permits or taking other action 
surrounding “ its illegal rezoning act.” The suit also 
asks the court for a declaratory judgment dec-laring 
the rezoning illegal and that it was made without ad­ 
ministrative due process of law. Plaintiffs in the suit 
are Rob<*rt Demske, .Andrew Thomas, and Jan VVier, 
whom the suit identifies as prop(‘rty owners whose 


land abuts the parcels which were rezoned. 


(.’ited as defendants were the City of Coloma and 
('ommissi(»ners P'red Munchow , Norman (’arrothcTs, 
Harold Hammond, Glenn Randall, Wavia Noack, 
William Weybright, and Robert WtKiley. VVeybright 
cast the only “ no” vote on the rezoning proix)sal. The 
suit contends the rez(»ning is invalid because it was 
done without administrative due process, alleging 
that “ even though the city commission attempti*d to 
hold meetings on this proposed zoning change on .luly 
26 and .Aug. 16, neither mwting was validly consti- 
tut(>d bi*cause of failure of the city to publish profxT 
notice of the meeting and because of the lack of 
quorum.”

"He said to me: 'Don't blame me for your poor personnel."' 


Rogers said. 


"Whoever lie has, we have to contend with," he explained. 


"You have to play a full 60 minutes." 


Dosed on the Spartans' performance in their 24-li loss to Notre 


Dame last Saturday, it may seem much longer than 60 minutes 
in Ann Arbor this weekend against the No. !-ranked Wolverines. 


Although the previously shoddy defense came up with its best 


game, the offense went nowhere against the tough Irish 
defenders. There was little blocking, little running, poor passing, 
poor catching, and a downright lousy kicking game — including 
the coverage of punts and kk'kuffs. according to Rogers.

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Rogers Wouldn’t Resent Big Score By Wolverines 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Bo Schembechler denies 
running up the score on anybody. But he can go ahead Saturday 
without hurting Darryl Rogers' feelings. 


The Michigan State coach said Monday he learned his lesson 
long ago about resenting a bad defeat. The lesson may make 
Saturday’s clash with archrival Michigan a little easier to bear. 
“A guy ran up a score on me one tim e,” Rogers recounted. 
Rogers said he later complained to the coach about throwing the 
ball late in a game with his team far ahead. 
"He said to me: ‘Don’t blame me for your poor personnel,'” 
Rogers said 
“Whoever he has, we have to contend with,” he explained. 
“ You have to play a full HO minutes.” 
Based on the Spartans' performance in their 24-fi loss to Notre 
Dame last Saturday, it may seem much longer than Kft minutes 
in Ann Arbor this weekend against the No. 1-ranked Wolverines. 
Although the previously shoddy defense came up with its best 
game, the offense went nowhere against the tough Irish 
defenders.

MSU Increases 
Women's Budget 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


— Michigan State University 
women's athletic programs will 
get almost 50 per cent more 
money this year than last year, 
as well as a new scholarship 
program. 


The allocation for women's 


intercollegiate athletics for 
1976-77 will be S254.000, an 
increase of $82,600 over last 
year. As recently as 1970, there 
was no money specifically 
tagged for women's athletics. 


Included in the appropriation 


is 
§30,000 
to 
begin 
the 


scholarship 
program. 
The 


program is expected to increase 
each year until it matches 
scholarships for men's non- 
revenue-producing sports, the 
school announced Monday. 


The allocation for women's 


sports also includes increased 
funds for parttime and assistant 
coaches and travel expenses. 


The university's total inter- 


collegiate budget as approved 
by the Board of Trustees is $3.3 
million, an increase of 12 per 
cent over last year. 


The athletic budget is self- 


supporting, and university of- 
ficials 
said 
they 
expect 


increased revenue from foot- 
ball, hockey and basketball. 


The point ratings to deter-

declares Tim Payne, a district DNK wildlife biologist. 


And because females are the most susceptible — almost twice as 


much as males — Payne says lead poisoning is "kicking the 
production of birds right in the head." 


Gastric juices in ducks breaks down the lead shot, turning it into 


lead salt. Waterfowl then absorb the lead salt into their bloods- 
tream. An anemic condition follows, with the birds losing weight 
and usually dying. 


Hunters wishing to cooperate in the study are asked to keep the 


gizzards and wings of ducks they shoot in a freezer. They will be 
collected at the end of the season — at a date and place to be an- 
nounced later. The wing will determine the species, sex and age of 
the birds. Other information needed Includes the place and date of 
the kill.

All-Boy Choir Under Fire 


WETHERSFIELD, Conn. (AP) - The elementary school all-boy 


choir here won't be singing in this year's annual Christmas show. 
And a sex discrimination dispute may mean the choir won't sing 
again at all. The chorus group of fifth-and sixth-grade boys has 
been disbanded until the U.S. Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare rules on whether the choir discriminates against 
girls, choral director Robert Zysk said Sunday. Zysk, who founded 
the chorus in 1974 to encourage boys to sing, said the chorus won 
the interest of many boys who would have been loo embarrassed to 
sing in a coeducational group. The chorus included about 65 
youngsters from several elementary scliools last year, and Zysk 
volunteered his time so there was no cost to the town. But the 
auditions scheduled last spring were calicd off when HEW said' the 
school system might lose federal funding by operating a 
discriminatory choir.
